From Automotive Machines 


Washington, Feb. 12.—The Am­ 
erican farm er will continue to in­ 
crease his use of tractors, trucks 
and automobiles, which 
already 
have reduced Agricultural labor a 
billion man-hours annually, 
the 
Works 
Progress 
Administration 
predicts in the report 
of 
a 
re ­ 
search study, “changes in 
farm 
power and 
equipment: 
tractors, 
trucks and automobiles.” 
The loss in farm 
employment 
due to mechanization 
has 
been 
more than offset by the resulting 
expansion in the automotive, pe­ 
troleum and 
rubber 
industries, 
the report said. 
But these 
jobs 
generally are in cities far 
from 
the farm s and call i'or skills 
and 
training which few farm workers 
possess. 
The report showed the 
num ber of work horses on farm s 
decreased frm 24,737 in 1909 
to 
16,224 in 1936. 
The num ber of tractors on farms 
increased from 900,000 in 1930 to 
approxim ately 
1,250,000 in 1938, 
the report said. 
Use of low-pres­ 
sure pneum atic tires, development 
of higher speeds in field operation 
and use of power 
take-offs 
are 
im portant factors in the increas­ 
ing popularity 
of 
the 
tractor. 
G reater use of the tractor in haul­ 
ing crops to m arket is 
predicted. 
Census figures cited in the report 
showed the num ber of automobiles 
on farm increased from 2,146,362 
in 1920 to 4,134,675 in 1930. 
In 
the same period the num ber 
of 
trucks on farm s increased* from 
139,169 to 
900,385. 
The 
report 
estim ated the num ber of trucks in 
use on farm s in 1930 to be “at least 
1 ,000,000.” 
The num ber of tractors in the 
Eastern cotton area was estim ated 
at 13,996 in 1930, 20,431 in 1936, 
and 26,626 in 1938. For the Delta 
area, it were placed at 16,242 in 
1930, 28,287 in 1936, and 38,533 in 
1938. 
In the Western cotton area, 
there were 63,310 in 1930, 
108,- 
985 in 1936, and 140,465 in 1938.

count ranging from 70 to 80 in the 
w arp and from 60 to 
70 
in the 
filling. 
Good durable sheets are made 
in many different 
weighs. 
Med­ 
ium weight sheets run 4 
to 
4% 
Ounces per square yard. The most 
satisfactory length is from 99 to 
108 inches. 
Widths run from 63 
inches from a single bed, 72 inches 
tor a twin or three-quarter bed, 
to 81 to 90 inches for a 
double 
bed. 
Sheets marked “firsts” should be 
practically free from weaving im ­ 
perfections such as uneven yarns 
or thin places. 
Seconds may con­ 
tain some weaving 
defects 
and 
imperfect yarns. 
If they do 
not 
weaken the sheet in any way it 
may

worth 
buying.

CLOTHING THE FARM 
FAMILY ECONOMICALLY 


Farm homemakers plan to 
do 
most of their family and 
house­ 
hold sewing during the winter and 
early spring months when 
out­ 
side work makes less demand on 
their time and energy.

all extension clubs are interested 
in the “Methods of Finishing G ar­ 
ments,” the project for February 
in Scott County. 
The farm family, although buy­

Though cloth­ 
ing is one of the four big expense

Price prospects are that clothing 
will average a little higher than

MAKING BUTTER 
THAT KEEPS WELL 


The sourness of the cream used 
in butter making is one of 
the 
main factors that 
influence 
its 
keeping 
qualities. 
B utter 
made 
from perfectly sweet pasteurized 
cream keeps best. 
The first step 
is to select fresh, sweet c r e a m a n d 
then pasteurize it by heating 
to 
between 145 
and 
150 
d e g r e e s , 


holding it at that temperature for 
30 minutes. 
For pasteurizing the cream may 
be put into tall cans or pails and 
set in a kettle partly 
filled with 
water. 
It should be stirred fre­ 
quently while being heated, then 
cooled as quickly as possibly to 
50 degrees F. or lower. It should 
be held at that point for at least 
three hours before being churned 
to insure firmness of the butter 
granules. 
The churning tempera­ 
ture may be as low as 52 or 
as 
high as 60 degree F. Correct tem­ 
perature throughout the time the 
butter is being made is im portant 
for success. 
Before washing the butter, the 
tem perature of the w ater should 
be about the same as that of the 
cream. 
Use 
enough 
water 
to 
thoroughly wash the butter either 
in the churn after the milk 
has 
been drained off or when the but­ 
ter has been taken 
out 
of 
the 
churn into another container. Two 
washings are better than one. 
After the salt is added the but­ 
ter should be worked just enough 
to distribute the salt evenly. Ex­ 
cessive working destroys the wax­ 
like texture of the butter and also 
injures 
its 
keeping 
qualities.—

MAKING RUTTER 
THAT KEEPS WELL 


The sourness of the cream used 
in butter making is one of 
the 
main factors that 
influence 
its 
keeping 
qualities. 
Butter 
made 
from perfectly sweet pasteurized 
cream keeps best. 
The first step 
is to select fresh, sw'eet cream and 
then pasteurize it by heating 
to 
between 145 
and 
150 
degrees, 


holding It at that temperature tor 
30 minutes. 
For pasteurizing the cream may 
be put into tall cans or palls and 
set in a kettle partly 
filled with 
water. 
It should be stirred fre­ 
quently while being heated, then 
eooled as quickly as possibly to 
50 degree»* F, or lower. It should 
be held at that point for at least 
three hours before being churn«! 
to Insure firmness of the butter 
granules. 
The churning tempera­ 
ture may be as low as 52 or 
as 
high as 60 degree F. Correct tem­ 
perature throughout the time the 
butter is be ing m ¡do is important 
for success. 
Before washing the butter, the 
temperature of the water should 
be about the same as that of the 
cream. 
Use 
enough 
water 
to 
thoroughly wash the butter either 
in the churn after the milk 
has 
been drained off or when the but­ 
ter has been taken 
out 
of 
the 
churn into another container. Two 
washings are better than one. 
After the salt is added the but­ 
ter should be w’orked just enough 
to distribute the salt evenly. Ex­
